(a) presenting a plurality stimuli to a user in a simulation; 

(b) prompting the user to enter responses to the stimuli; 

(c) receiving the responses; 

(d) allowing the user to enter assumptions that form a bas > s of the responses; 

(e) prompting the user to enter information on how to vali date the 
assumptions; 

(f) receiving the information; and 

(g) outputting feedback based on the stimuli and response wherein the 
feedback relates to appropriate assumptions and information on how o validate the 
appropriate assumptions and is associated with promoting whoroin th e comput e r 
implem e nt e d training aoosion shows the user of a necessity to validate the assumptions. 

2. (Original) A method for providing a computer implements training .ession as 
recited in claim 1, wherein the stimuli includes at least one of a prerecorded audio clip, a 
prerecorded video clip, an animation, a graphic, a text presentation, a real -tine audio si ream, and 
a real-time video stream. 

3. (Original) A method for providing a computer implemented training session as 
recited in claim 1, wherein the user is automatically prompted to enter the assumptions that form 
the basis of the responses and the information on how to validate the assurnp' ions. 

4. (Original) A method for providing a computer implementec training session as 
recited in claim 1, wherein the stimuli and the responses are displayed after lie receipt thereof in 
the form of a transcript during the course of the simulation. 

5. (Original) A method for providing a computer implementec training s ession as 
recited in claim 1, wherein the assumptions and the information on h:>w to va idate the 
assumptions are displayed after the receipt thereof during the course of the si nulation. 
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6. (Original) A method for providing a computer implements I training session as 
recited in claim 1, wherein the user is prompted to enter responses to the stimuli b/ listing a 
plurality of responses, and allowing the user to select between the responses. 

7. (Original) A method for providing a computer implements I training session as 
recited in claim 1, and further comprising the act of providing the user access to a lnowtedge 
base including information on assumptions and validation,

(c) a code segment for receiving the responses; 

(d) a code segment for allowing the user to enter assumptions at form a 
basis of the responses; 

(e) a code segment for prompting the user to enter inf >rmation rn how to 
validate the assumptions; 

(f) a code segment for receiving the information; and 

(g) a code segment for outputting feedback based on the s imuli and 
responses, wherein the feedback relates to appropriate assumptions ai d informa:ion on 
how to validate the appropriate assumptions and is associated with pr mvpting w heroin 
the comput e r implemented training ooooion ohowo the user of a necessity to validate the 
assumptions. 

10. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer implemented training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the stimuli includes at least one of: i prerecorded audio 
clip, a prerecorded video clip, an animation, a graphic, a text presentatio \, a real-t me audio 
stream, and a real-time video stream. 
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1L (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplementcd training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the user is automatically prompted to t nter the assumptions 
that form the basis of the responses and the information on how to validate ti ie assumpl ions. 

12. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplementcd training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the stimuli and the responses are displ tyed after he receipt 
thereof in the fonn of a transcript during the course of the simulation. 

13. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplementtd training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the assumptions and the information o l how to validate the 
assumptions are displayed after the receipt thereof during the course of the s: mulation. 

14. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplementc d training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the user is prompted to enter respon ;es to the stimuli by 
listing a plurality of responses, and allowing the user to select between the rc sponses. 

15. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplemenUd training 
session as recited in claim 9, and further comprising a code segment fo • providin { the user 
access to a knowledge base including information on assumptions and valid* tion. 

16. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer i nplementcd training 
session as recited in claim 9, wherein the feedback is further based on a nu nber of as sumptions 
entered. 

17. (Currently Amended) A computer system for providing a co nputer implemented 
training session comprising:

(b) a memory that stores programming information uider confaol of the 
processor;

28. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer implemented training 
session as recited in claim 25, wherein the feedback is provided by an intenu tive coach . 

29. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer implemented training 
session as recited in claim 25, wherein the stimulus includes at least one of a prerecoided audio 
clip, a prerecorded video clip, an animation, a graphic, a text presentatio 1, a real-t me audio 
stream, and a real-time video stream. 

30. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer implemented training 
session as recited in claim 25, further comprising a code segment for providi lg the user access to 
a knowledge base. 

31. (Original) A computer program for providing a computer implemented training 
session as recited in claim 25, further comprising a code segment for deiloying ths training 
session on a computer network using at least one of local area network protocol, »vide area 
network protocol, Internet protocol. 

32. (Currently Amended) A computer system for providing a coinputer implemented 
training session for identifying a user's assumptions in light of a reaction to a stimulus, the 
training session comprising:
